j Core for Diptheria.— A correspondent 
^ of a Victorian paper writes Should you or 
j any of your faniily be attacked with di])theria 
he not alarmed, as it is easily and speedily 
cured without a doctor. AVhen it was raging 
in England a few years ago, 1 accoinpanied 
Dr Field on his rounds to witness the so- 
called '‘wundciful cures” he performed, 
wliile the patients of others were dropping on 
all sides. All he took with him was powder 
of sulphur and a quill, and with these he 
cured every patient without exception. He 
put a teaspeonful of flour of brimstone into a 
wineglass of water, and stirred it with his 
I finger instead of a spoon, as the sulphur does 
i not readily amalgamate with water. When 
the sulphur was well mixed he gave it as a 
gargle, and in ten minutes the patient was 
out of danger. Brimstone kills every spccits 
of fungus ill man, beast, and plant in a few 
minutes. Instead of spittiug out the gargle, 
lie recommended the swallowing of it. In 
extreme cases, in which he had been called 
just in the nick of time, when tho fungus 
was too nearly closing to allow the gargling, 
lie blew suljohnr through a quill into the 
throat, and after the fungus had slinink to 
allow of it, then the gargling. He never 
lost a patient from dijitlieria. If a patient 
cannot gargle, take a live coal, put it on a 
shovel, and sprinkle a .spoonful or two of 
flour of brimstone at a time upon it, let tlie 
sulierer inhale it, holding the head over it, 
and the fungus will die. If plontifully used, 
the whole room may be filled almost to suf- 
focation ; tlie patient can walk about in it, 
inhaling tlio fumes, with doors and windows 
shut. This mode of fumigating a room with 
sulphur has often cured most violent attacks 
of cold in the head, chest, &c., at one time, 
and is recouimended in cases of consumption 
and asthma.

The District Engineer lately apjjointed 
(Mr Fergus) has not yet arrivei, but is daily 
expected. It is to be hoped that amongst the 
first portions of the Country to which he will direct 
his attention will be the Wanaka and Cardrona 
vlistricts. The roails there are very much in 
want of attention, and will not occupy very 
much of his time to enable him to set the Works 
for their repair .and constmotion in progress. A 
little attention in the meantime W’ill -save the 
necessity of sjiending many pounds again. 

Mr John M'Cormick, the contractor for 
the erection of a bridge across »he iCawaran 
Fiver above the Nevis Ferry, received only 
last week all the necessatv plana from the f rO- 
Vernment. As Mr M’Cormiek was only passing 
til rough Cromwell we h id no time ti)th i’'oU 2 hly 
B.xamine t.bem, but we saw sufficient of' them to 
convince us that the bridge will when erected be 
one of the h.iiidsomest in the Provinee. The 
entire structure, we may mention, will be sup- 
ported on three chords or lamin.ated girders, form- 
ing one arch from eighteen to twenty feet 
wide and thirty-nine inches deep, from which 
. spring uprights skilfully braced and tie .1 to 
support a level roadway. On the whole the 
plan is boldly conceived, and the details well 
adapted for the purpose for which it is intended. 
When completed it will form a model of strength 
combined with lightness. At some future tlnie 
we may have the pleasure of describing the 
structure at more length. In the meantime Mr 
M'Oormick is pushing on with all convenient 
despatch a cutting through a solid wall of rock 
which on one side at present bars the approach 
to the Bridge level. The A rrow people, as will 
be seen by a telegram published elsewhere, are 
moving in the matter of erecting a bridge at the 
Morven Ferry. It is to .be hoped they will push 
the matter energetically, as with bridges in place 
of the Nevis and Morven ferries there could not 
possibly be found any Cause of complaint in 
their Queenstown neighbours erecting one at tile 
Frankton Falls. There might then exist more 
amicable relations between the two districts than 
appears to have been the case lately. 

A meeting of the Cromwell Jockey 
Flnh Committee was held in the Town-hail on 
Friday evening, at which Messrs Preshaw, Daw- 
kins, Marsh, Starkey, Taylor. Lake, Kidd, and 
Pierce were present. The minutes of previous 
meeting were read and confirmed. The Presi- 
dent then informed the meeting that the GoVern- 
tnent h.ad agreed to the deviation of the present 
track through the race-course reserve, the track 
iti future to rUu along the lino of the fence on 
the Eastern boundary. Arrangements were then 
made for the sale of the privileges, the erection 
of a proper judge's box. and the other usual 
tontine matters. On the proposition of Mr 
Taylor, seconded by Mr Pierce, it was resolved 
that a “ Cromwell Derby” be run for this year. 
On the proposition of Mr Dawkins, seconded 
oy Mr Pierce, the prize was determine.! to be 
"a sweepstake of £4 4s. (£2 2s. forfeit), with 
f40 added,” and open to horses bred in Otago or 
Southland. The further conditions can be seen 
by reference to our advertising columns. Mr J. 
B. bake was then appointed Judge for the en- 
suing Spring Meeting.

iTiie road to Q lurtz Pa-of Point, which 
was contracted for by Mr M‘NuUv, will in all 
probability bo finisher! during the next ten d.iys. 
When the portion TiTjer the present contract is 
cnmplotod thoro will still remain about three- 
quarters of a mile of easy fornnti'm to connect 
it with the nearest settlamont at Quartz Ilecf 
Point, and it certainly is highly dosirablo tlmt 
it should shortly bo finished throughout. We 
would, therefore, recommend the matter to the 
consideration of the Town Council; they were 
anccossfnl before in getting the road under way 
as we see it at present, and doubtless they would 
be equally successful in getting the further ex- 
tension made. The road mast at some future 
time (we hope at no distant date) be carried 
through as far as Bendigo j to make it, in fact, 
part of the main road [ and this can very rea- 
sonably be urged in favour of the immediate ex- 
tension of the portion now spoken of.

The manager of the .Aurora company re- 
ports that the men are still driving on the 
side of the gully opposiie the old ivorkings. 
Five stamps are busy at work putting through 
a parcel of 160 tons of stone taken from diffe- 
rent parts of the reef. Tins parool is confi- 
dently expected to run from ten to fifteen 
pennyweights to the ton, 

Mr Colclongli reports that the Lucltiiow 
tunnel is in 300 feet. The rock is apjiarently 
as hard as it is possible for rock to bo, but 
its very hardness gives hope of improvement 
ill the rate of progress of the u'ork, as it now 
blasts out in larger blocks, there being little 
or no natnrii! fractures in the rock. The 
water in the old workings has boeu lowered 
some eighteen feet, being drained by tlia 
proximity of the tilnnel to the reef. It con- 
tinues reducing steadily.

Wednesday last was the day appointed for 
liolding an enquiry regarding the auriferous 
nature of the land at Bald Hill Flat, hold 
under agricultural lease, and to decide 
wlietlier or not the same should be withheld 
from sale. The business of the Resident 
Magistrate and Warden's Courts being con- 
cluded by about eleven o’clock, Messrs Simp- 
son, Hazlett, and Thompson took their seats 
at the Board, Mr W. Forrest, from Alex- 
andra, conducted the enquiry on the part of 
the miners ; and Mr P. J. Wilson, for the 
agricukurists. About twenty witnesses were 
examined, but the evidence given was too 
voluminous for me to attempt to' give any 
report of it. One witness, however, amused 
me, He was treating the Board to a display 
of oratory, — as to how the Legislature should 
place the cockatoos on the soil so as not to 
interfere with the miner. The Board de- 
clined to hear any of his strong political 
yiewa, but desired him to state simply what 
he knew relating to the auriferous nature of 
the land in question. He said that as far 
as he was concerned, he had all through his ex- 
perience here been well out of the way of the 
cockatoo, and he hoped he would continue to 
be so ; for he had no desire to come in close 
■quarters with those gentlemen. His opinion 
of the land in question was that nine-tentlis 
•of it would never be required for mining, or 
else that that portion of it ivouU be required, 
I could not make out which ; and the cross- 
questioning that commenced about the re- 
'maining tenth entirely bamboozled me, so I 
gave it up. The decision of the Board was de- 
ferred until September 3rd. The Board will 
also have another matter in hand that day, 
which is strongly attracting public attention. 
It is the application of E. H. Leary, Trustee 
in the estate of Mr J. B. Peraud, for leave 
to construct a dam in the Waikerikeri Val- 
ley, and also to cut a race from thence to 
Monte Christo, for irrigating and domestic 
purposes. Objections having been lodged 
against it, Mr Peraud has lulopted the course 
of getting up a petition in support of the ap- 
plication, which I hear has been numerously 
^signed. For the last week, the buggy and 
grey horse have been constantly on the move. 
The energy Mr Peraud has been displaying 
has attracted considerable notice, tor as I was 
walking through the town one day, there was 
the buggy drawn to the side of the street, 
^nd he surrounded by a few of tlie citizens, 
no doubt putting forth the justice of Ids 
■cause. I, on the otlier side, passing one of 
the Town Councillors, he taps me on the 
shoulder and whispers (nodding his head in 
the direction of the buggy), “He has got 
■water on the brain." 

In your last, I see you notice the resolu- 
tion carried at the annual meeting of the 
Clyde Library, that they will not longer 
subscribe to the Anjtis. Your remarks taken 
in a common-sense business point of view 
could not be gains.ayed. I should be sorry 
to put anything lii the way of our Library 
not being supplied with your paper, either 
gi'atultously or otherwise, but I am just re- 
minded of a saying (which, though it may 
liot exactly apply in all cases, is still pretty 
near the truth) ; it is,-“Wh.at is not worth 
paying for is not wort.li having. I think 
there is a strong reserablanoe between news- 
paper proprietors or editors, or what in sliort 
is called the Press, and Members of Parlia- 
ment. They are both a sort of public pro- 
perty, which everyone claims the right of 
■criticising, abusing, or commending at their 
pleasure. Honourable members abuse eacli 
other in the House, and laugh over it in the 
•quiet parlour. Cnutemporaries abuse each 
other through the Press, but when they meet 
are firm friends. And the philanthropic re- 
presentative of the Press who sends free 
copies to public reading rooms and libraries 
•to injure his own trade, or circulation, re- 
minds me of those honourable members wlio 
have got such a horror of having to pocket 
' the honorarium.

CROMWELL MINERS' ASSOCIATION. 



A meeting of the Cromwell Miners’ Asso- 
oiatian was held in the Tuwn-hall on Satur- 
day evening at eight o’clock. The business 
was to consider an application by Messrs 
Howell, Loughnan, and Co., for an agricul- 
tural lease of six hundred and forty acres ad- 
joining their present pre-emptive freehold 
property. 

Mr John Arkell was nnanimousl]^ appointed 
chairman of the meeting, in the absence of 
the President of the Association. 

The Secretary, Mr C. Colclough, then 
read the advertisement calling tlie meeting, 
and explained that it had been called in con- 
sequence of letters received from Messrs 
Wood, Arkell, and otliers, asking the atten- 
tion of the Association to the land applied 
for, and stating that the same was of an auri- 
ferous nature. A good deal of conversational 
discussion then took place as to the px-ecise 
locality of the ground asked to be leased, and 
the extent to which the granting of such an 
application would iutci-fere with mining en- 
tei-prise. Those present, however, having 
been reminded that this was the first meet- 
ing of the Association since the election of 
officers, 'thought it would be better to consider 
the rules which should lie adopted for their 
guidance on this and future occasions, before 
proceeding with the spucuil business of the 
meeting. 

The minutes of last meeting woi-o then 
read and confirmed. The Secretary tlien 
read the correspondence he hud received. 
It consisted of a letter from Mr M. Fraer, 
resigning his position as President of the As- 
sociation ; and letters from Messrs Wood, 
Werner, and Arkell, cuiiiug attention to the 
auriferous mature of the ground proixosod to 
be leased, and asking the Assoouxtion to deal 
with the matter. 

On the motion of Mr Jlarsli, seconded by 
Mr Vaughan, it was resolved to adopt the 
Dunstati Miners’ Association rules, (they 
h.aving been read to the meeting,) “ with the 
cliange of nanio where necessary, and with 
the alterations as marked on copy submitted.” 

On the motion of Mr Taylor, seconded by 
Mr Hayes, it was resolved to accept the re- 
signation of Mr Fraer, as President of this 
Association, and to record a vote of censxiru 
upon Mr Fraer. 

The chairman then brought tho special 
business of the evening before the meeting. 
He said the aixplication was made chiefly 
under the 103 B clause of the Waste Land.s 
Act of 1872. For the information of those 
present he read the clause. 

Mr Vaughan then came forward and said 
that he was under the impres,sion that the 
Cromwell Miners’ Association was defunct, 
or rather it had ceased to take that active in- 
terest in mining matters which it should do, 
and for wliich purpose it was originally 
formed. He had therefore, acting under 
that impression, lodged an objection in the 
Warden’s Court in the names of himself and 
others, .against tlie ap])Ucatiou of Messrs 
Howell nid Loughnan being granted. He 
was very glad to find, however, that the As- 
sociation was not yet altogether extinct, and 
he would have much pleasure in seeing tins 
matter taken out of Ins hands by tlie Asso- 
ciation, and conducted to a sueccssfiil issue. 
He then read the objection, of which the fol- 
lowing is a copy : —

We, the undersigned, beg to make objection 
against the granting of a lease for .agrionU.u ral 
purposes, situate at Mount Fisa Homestead on 
Run 24.5, as applieil for, and advertised in the 
Croimcetl .irqu.s of 17th and 26th insfs., the said 
application to lie heard before yon at Cfvde on 
the .Ird day of September next, for the follow iug 
reasons : — 

1. Th.at tho ground applied for is auriferous. 

2. That the outlet for tail-water wi 1 be closeil 
for .suriferous worltiiMe ground at the back, if 
the said a|iplio.atinn sh'iuid bo griUited. 

3 That there are three quarts reefs on tlie 
broad spur situiited within a few cli.ains of tlie 
western bmuidary, amt that the granting of the 
apuiicatinii will close all access to tlicin. 

•t That tho granting of the application will 
close the only mad to the back country wliich 
has been proved auriferous ; it will also necessi- 
tate travelling the main road bv Poison Greek 
and Maidman’s, making a difference of eighteen 
miles ; and that it wifi render Mills uud Robert- 
son’s licensed water race No. 272-5 useless, there 
being no other outlet for the tail- water.

Mr Vaughan tlien went 'on to say, tiiat Mr 
Warden Simpson, on receipt.of the objection, 
promised to postpone the hearing, of .the case 
from .the 3rd September till some future 
date, of which duo notice wo.uld be givtni by 
advortisemeiit in tbe Cromwell Arr/iis. Mr 
Vaughan said that all the men whose names 
were sot down as objecting, and many more, 
xvould attend to the hearing of tho case, and 
to prove the auriferous nature of the ground. 

Tile Secretary remarked that it would have 
been better if Mr Vaughan had had some- 
thing to show, something in writing, from 
the Warden that the hearing would be post- 
poned. Mistakes in these, niatters might 
occur, and Mr Vaughan in that case would 
assuredly be blamed, 

Mr MacNab corroborated Mr Vaughan’s 
statement as to the postpunemeiit of the 
hearing. 

Some further di.scussion having taken place, 
it was resolved on the motion of Mr Vaughan, 
seconded by Mr E. Bh’cliall ; 

' ‘ That this Association views with alarm the 
application of Messrs Howell, Lnnghnaii, and 
Cooks for an agricultural lease situate on Riui 
No. 245, and adjacent to Jlount Pisa Home- 
stead, the same being auriferous and interfering 
with present water rights."

Last xvoek there occurred yet another to , 
be added to the already long list of fatal ' 
aecideuts xvhich hax’e taken place on Lake 
Wakatip. Thefolloivingpiirticiilai's.are all that 
Clin be learned of the melancholy affair : — 

Two men, named James Reid and Janies 
Reiiixi.x, employed by White Bros., Mount i 
Xiciiohis station, Lake Wakatip, started at 
neai’ly three o’clock on the afternoon of Tues- 
day, 19 th iiist., from Queenstown in a small 
boat, to retxirn to the station, about fifteen 
miles distant. Both xvero considerably the • 
w'orse for drink, and also c.ai'riexl with tlieiu 
in the boat two bottles of brandy. After 
getting to the 7- Mile Creek, they were 
noticed to be very far gone in drink, and ■ 
pulling the boat in all directions, apparently 
xvithinit. .aim or object — one evidently xvisliiiig 
to go one xvay, the other tlxe oppnsite, ami 
xvrangling between tlieiiiselves. After lliis 
had gone on for nearly two hours, tliey 
pullcxl in under land, awf tlxe man who hail 
been noticing them lost sight of them. In it 
very short time, a voice, as if in distress, was 
lieai'd on the sliore, a sliort distance from tlis 
Lake, and immecuately after a in.an, believed 
to be Rennie, w as seen by a Chinaman com- 
ing from the direction in xvhich the cries xvers 
heard, and going towards Queenstown. The 
man Rennie came into toxvn the next mom- 
ing, (2tlth,) purchased a pair of trousers, and 
proceeded to the station in the Antrim 
steamer xvitliout seeing his employer, Mr 
White, whom he kixexv to be in toxx'n. TliU’ 
xx'as made knoxvii to Mr White on the saix/ 
evening, xvlien he informed the police, xvh 
at once atax-ted on Thxii-sday for the scene of 
tho accident, and after three or four days’ 
enquiries and much trouble, elicited tho 
a.bove information. 

Rennie’s statement is, that xvhen they 
started they were both druuk, and by tlio 
time they got to the 7-Mile the boat was 
leaking badly. Reid wished to go to Kirk- 
patrick’s, wliile Rennie xvanted to go home to 
the station. Reid attempted to bail flio 
boat out with a bucket, lost his balance, and 
tell overboard, the bucket sinking. Rennie 
succeeded in pulling Reid in over the stem 
of the boat, and as they had no means of 
bailing her, *hey made for land for the pur- 
])ii.ss of c.’xpsizing her to get the water out- 
.As they got ashore, Rennie jumped out, when 
Reii'l immediately shoved the boat off, and 
pidlcd axvay round the point towards Kirk- 
patrick’s, distant little over a mile. Reiinm 
nex'ur saxv him after that, nor the boat ; and 
lie further states that he thinks the mast of 
the boat xvas not up at tbe time. On Thurs- 
day the mast and sail were found just outsido 
the beacon, floating in the Lake, and the 
boat xvas seen by another person with tho 
mast standing on Wednesday morning, al>u 
near the beixcon. Tlie boat was afterxvirdi 
found by tlxe ymlice near Boyes’ wool-shed, 
on Saturday. She liad evidently been npsoli 
as there xvere neither oars, rollocks, nor all}’- 
thing else in her, but when fxxuiid she liad 
righted. An oar and wash ing-tub were found 
in the vicinity. The police have sinco 
dragged near the spot ■where no doubt t'n

Mr O’Neill asiked the Premier whetlier

rally, that it was impossible for him to de- 
vote that attention to Gold-fieids interests 
which their importance required, and some- 
times matters of great iraportajee' to the 
Gold-fields were neglected in coisequenee. 
This had happened with respect to water- 
races, The difficulty arose from the im- 
possibility of the Minister for Pubic Works 
being able to render that assistanc; to the 
Gold-fields they so urgently require!, 

Mr Vogel replied that he was n»t able 
to say that the Government woiiU take 
any aetioii in the matter this session. Jle 
was rather of opinion that it was swrcely 
within the functions of the Gold-iolds 
Committee to deal with so importart a 
question as the constitution of the Govtm- 
inent of the country. This question in- 
volved some very difficult considerations 

whether the Government would not be 
brought into collision with those persors 
who had the delegated charge of the GoU- 
fields. They had gone, he thought, as fa- 1 
as it seeiiied at present safe to go withou(| 
coming into collision with those who hadj 
charge of the delegations. He was quite 
^lepared to say that the Government were 
not prepared to take charge of tlie manage- 
ment of the Gold-fields, and to relieve the 
various Superiutoudents from tliefuiiction.s 
they had exercised during iiast years; ami 
any action which the Government had 
taken was with the view of aiding and not 
ojiposing them. They had in the deiiavt- 
ment officers wluise duties were more or 
less connected with tlie Gold-fields, and 
there was sometimes a difficulty in sheering 
off from a collision. There had heeii ini 
stance.s in. which letters hurl been addre.sswl 
directly to the Warden without being ad- 
dre.ased to the Superintendent, and of com- 
plaints in consequence.
